Proprietor and president of the 
Browns, American League team, 
since 1916, Mr. Ball was for the 
last two years owner of the Mil- 
waukee Brewers, of the American 
Association, and of a Texas League 
team which played for San Antonio 
the past season. 

He was president of the Mono- 
coupe Corporation, manufacturing 
airplanes at Lambert-St. Louis Air- 
port: He was a director of the 
Federal Cold Storage Co., the Con- 
solidated Oil Co., the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. and the City Ice 
and Fuel Co., and chairman of the 
last-named company’s cold storage 
committee. 

A man of diversified interests, 
he was one of the first venturers in 
the Northeast Texas oil region.

DURE ESTATE TAX 


Levy Disallowed Because 
Majority in Supreme 
Court Is Required to Set 
Aside Ruling Below. 


CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES 
DOESN’T PARTICIPATE 


Case Hinged on Whether 
Tobacco Man Intended 
Trusts to Take Effect at 
or After His Death.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Fed- 
eral taxes of $9,000,000 assessed 
against the estate of James _ B. 
Duke, tobacco millionaire, of Som- 
erville, N. J.. who died Oct. 10, 1925, 
were disallowed today by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court in a 4 


to 4 decisich. 

The taxes were assessed on two 
trusts amounting to $30,500,000, 
made by Duke for the benefit of 
his daughter, Doris, with Duke him- 
self as trustee. 

The Commissioner of Internal 
revenue held the two trusts took 
effect at Duke’s death, and so were 
taxable under the revenue act of 
1924. The taxability depended on 
whether the trusts were intended 
to take effect at or after Duke's 
death. The Board of Tax Appeals 
and the Third Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals reversed the Commissioner on 
that point and held the trusts were 
not subject to the estate tax. 

This last decision stands because 
it takes a majority decision by the 
Supreme Court to set aside a deci- 
sion of a lower court. 

Chief Justice Hughes did not par- 
ticipate in the case.

JAPAN CALLS AMBASSADOR 
TO U. S. HOME TO REPORT 


War Party in Tokio Does Not Feel 
That He Has Been Aggressive

— The 
national agricultural strike, already 
marked by picketing, apparently is 
to continue despite President 
Roosevelt’s promises of higher farm 
prices. 

The holiday will not be halted, 
said Milo Reno, president of the 
National Farmers Holiday Associa- 
tion, last night, before his depart- 
ure for Chicago, where he said he 
planned to confer with A. F. Whit- 
ney, head of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, in the hope of 
enlisting “moral support” of that 
organization. 


Reno said that President Roose- 
velt’s statement last night “con- 
tained no ray of hope there will be 
changes in policies which so far 
have proved ineffective. 

“No Ray of Hope” in Speech. 

“He failed to say one thing that 
changes my ideas about agricul- 
tural problems,” Reno declared. 
“The Farmers Holiday Association 
has demanded recogniton of the 
right of the farmer to production 
cost, which is fundamental. The 
President entirely ignored this and 
failed to mention it at any time in 
his address. 

“The whole (administration) pro- 
gram simply burdens the public 
with billions of dollars of debt 
which will have to be paid eventu- 
ally or repudiated.” ; 


The ‘address, Reno continued, 
“contained no ray of hope there 
will be changes in the policies which 
have proved absolutely ineffective.” 

“Roosevelt speaks again about 
driving the money changers from 
the templé,” the holiday leader con- 
tinued, “but the facts are that he 
is following the same financial pro- 
gram of these same money chang- 
ers, who have well-nigh wrecked 
this republic. 

“He suggested it may take a year 
or three years for the program to 
become really effective. Is that 
any consolation for the hundreds of 
thousands of farmers who are be- 
ing dispossessed of their homes?” 


Wants Evictions Stopped. 


“The Farmers’ Holiday Associa- 
tion asks that evictions and execu- 
tions be stopped until the farmer 
gets the price to pay his debts. This 
request was not even mentioned by 
the President. 
“As to the administration’s re- 
financing of farm mortgages, only 
about 6 per cent of those who have 
applied have received any benefit. 
There is not one farmer in 50 
who can meet the Government’s re- 
quirements for a loan.” 
Reno said that the Continental 
Congress of Workers and Farmers 
and the Technocratic Federation of 
the World for Industrial Democra- 
cy had proferred their co-opera- 
tion in the strike, and that he was 
confident the farmers themselves 
would join the non-selling move 
ment in “great numbers.” Thus far 
the leaders in only six of the 21 
states of the holiday associa- 
tion have officially proclaimed a 
strike. They are Iowa, North Da- 
kota, Wisconsin, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota and Oklahoma. In two others, 
Colorado and Michigan, opposition 
was expressed.

Have Advanced, but Not 
Far Enough and He Will 
Push Them Higher. 


ASSERTS RECOVERY 
PLAN IS SUCCEEDING 


Adds, However, ‘We Have 
Long Way to Go’—Urges 
Faster Spending of Pub- 
lic Works Money — As- 
sails ‘Chiselers.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Pres- 

ident Roosevelt in a radio address 

to the nation last night announced 


the formation of a gold market by 
the Government. 

The executive announced the step 
as a definite policy, “to establish 
and maintain continuous control” 
looking toward a managed curren- 
cy. He gave a pleige specifically 
to increase commodity price levels 
and eventually revalue the dollar. 

“Government credit will be main- 
tained,” the President said, “and 
a sound currency will accompany 
a rise in the American commodity 
price level.” 

Reviewing his administration’s 
recovery campaign, Mr. Roosevelt 
assured the people “we are on our 
way and we are headed in the 
right direction.” 

Seeks to Restore Prices First. 

“When we have restored the price 
level,” said the President, “we shall 
seek to establish and maintain a 
dollar which will not change its 
purchasing and deb* paying power 
during the succeeding generation.” 

For the present, he said, it was 
important to tighten control over 
the dollar. He added: 

“As a further effective means to 
this end, I am going to establish 
a Government market for gold in 
the United States. Therefore, un- 
der the clearly defined authority

Actually in that shirt 
there was about one pound of 
cotton and the processing tax 
amounted to four and a quarter 
cents on that pound of cotton. 

At this point it is only fair that 
I should give credit to the 60 or 
70 million people who live in the 
cities and larger towns of the 
nation for their understanding 
and their willingness to go along 
with the payment of even these 
small processing taxes, though

LAMONT TAX BILL 
RAISED ON HIS. 


-Protested 
Against $73,000 Deficien- 
cy Assessment Now Has 
to Pay $111,000.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Thom- 
as W. Lamont, New York financier, 
was assessed a: deficiency of $111,- 
575 in 1929 income taxes today by 
the Board of Tax Appeals, an 
amount greater than the claim men- 
tioned in his appeal. 

Lamont filed a petition with the 
board May 9, 1932, appealing from 
a deficiency assessed at $73,271.11 
for 1929 income. 

E. Barrett Prettyman, counsel for 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
filed a counter petition contending 
Lamont made profits, unmentioned 
in the original deficiency of assess- 
ment, of $246,393.20 in the sale of 
International Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. stock. 

Lamont’s original petition charged 
the commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue with erroneously disallowing 
deductions from taxable income of 
losses on the sale of part of 3775 
shares of Columbia Gas & Elec- 
tric Corporation. Conceding the 
disallowance of losses of $175,570.29 
on 2500 shares, the Bureau said La- 
mont subsequently repurchased in 
a joint account and it contested the 
addition of $89,540.53 as loss on the 
remainder, 

Prettyman contended Lamont 
made additional profits of $246, 
393.20, and dividends of $3300 in in- 
ternational Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. stock, and asked that this 
amount be added to his taxable in- 
come, previously set at $6,199,556. 

The Tax Appeals Board sustaiged 
the bureau.

be organized into about 21 “cor- 
porations” controlled mutually by 
employers and employes. This has 
long been the aim of fascism, which 
calls itself the “corporative state.” 
But up té6 now the reform has 
reached only the “syndicate stage,” 
that is, the stage wherein employ- 
ers and employes in different fields 
of work have been organized into 
separate syndicates. 

Now the employers and employes 
will be represented on the “corpora- 
tion,” and the corporation will be 
the ruling body of the industry, 
settling with final authority all con- 
flicts between employers and em- 
ployes, establishing work  agree- 
ments, minimum wages and con- 
trolling production with an eye on 
consumption.

ADMITS KILLING 
WIFE. CUTTING UP 


BODY IN DETROIT 


Speakeasy Flat’ Proprietor 
Pointed Out on Street in 
Chicago by His: Sister-in- 
law. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 23—Edward J. 
McCann, described by police as a 
former operator of a Detroit speak- 
easy flat, was arrested on the street 
here yesterday, and confessed, po- 
lice Sergeant James Fitzgerald said, 
that he killed his wife, Lauretta, in 
Detroit, Sept. 1. 

McCann’s sister-in-law, Mrs. Lo- 
retta Hickman, recognized him as 
he stood in front of a relief sta- 
tion Friday. She and her husband, 
Harry, notified police but McCann 
disappeared before the officers ar- 
rived. Yesterday Mrs. Hickman 
saw him again, and his arrest fol- 
lowed. 

“Well,” McCann was quoted as 
saying, “I didn’t think they’d ever 
catch me. I didn’t count on those 
fingerprints because I didn’t know 
about them.” His murdered wife’s 
dismembered body was identified 
by fingerprints. The prints were 
taken in 1922 when Mrs. McCann 
had some difficulty with the im- 
migration bureau in entering the 
United States from Canada. 

McCann’s Story of Killing. 

McCann said he killed his wife 
after quarreling with her over her 
excessive drinking. When he struck 
her, he said, she attempted to fight 
back, so he choked her and smoth- 
ered her with a pillow. Twelve 
hours later, Hickman and his wife, 
arrived at the McCann home for a 
visit. 

“Lauretta?” McCann was quoted 
as saying. “Too bad you missed 
her. She just went to Chicago to 
the world’s fair.” 

The Hickmans returned to Chi- 
cago, McCann then went ahead 
with attempts to prevent identifi- 
cation of the body, he said, by cut- 
ting it to pieces with a knife. 
Something of a student of crimi- 
nology, he was systematic. “He 
severed the head from the body and 
took it downstairs to an alley 
where he threw it into a garbage 
truck. Then he returned to the 
house and cut the arms and legs 
from the body and planned to put 
them in the truck, too, but when 
he went downstairs again, the truck 
had disappeared. 

Disposal of Torso, Arms, Legs. 

McCann then wrapped the arms 
and legs in newspapers and the 
torso in an old piece of carpet. He 
threw the arms and legs away 
about two miles from his home. 
The torso he carried by automobile 
to the country near Redford, Mich. 

The head was never discovered 
and identification of other parts of 
the body, found on Sept. 4 and 5, 
was made through the fingerprints. 

McCann insisted that he did not 
drink and the only reason for the 
killing was his sudden rage when 
his wife threw liquor in his face. 
He said they had never married, 
but lived with her on common-law 
terms. 

He agreed to waive extradition 
and return to Detroit.

Federal Tribune Declines 
to Review State Decision 
Against Attack on Meth- 
od of Repeal. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The 
Supreme Court today removed a 


threat to t..e repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment when it refused to re- 
view a Missouri case in which con- 
stitutionality of the method of re- 
peal adopted by Congress was at- 
tacked. 

While the action of the Court 
does not bar future legal attacks 
on repeal, it ended the only chance 
for an early decision. 

The case originated when P. A. 
Tate of St. Louis, superintendent of 
the Missouri Anti-Saloon League, 
sought a writ of mandamus from 
Judge Sevier of Cole County, Mo., 
to force the Secretary of State to 
accept petitions for a referendum 
on the legislative act for a vote on 
repeal. Both Judge Sevier and the 
Missouri Supreme Court denied the 
petition. 

Through his attorney, Gus O. Na- 
tions, Tate contended in the United 
States Supreme Court that the 
method of submitting the repeal 
question to State constitutional con- 
ventions was unconstitutional. 

The Missouri Supreme Court, he 
contended, erred in holding that the 
Legislature acted as an agent of 
the Federal Government and there- 
fore the Missouri law for a refer- 
endum on legislative acts did not 
apply. 

Joseph T. Davis and H. P. Lauf, 
attorney for Judge Sevier, in reply 
declared that the Missouri Supreme 
Court decisior’ was based entirely 
on the Missouri Constitution. De 
claring that no Federal question 
was involved, they said the United 


to interfere. 

The Court gave no explanation of 
its reasons. 

While dry forces have served no- 
tice that a fight would be waged to 
prevent repeal from becoming ef- 
fective, there is no other case on 
file which makes possible an early 
decision. 

Unless unexpected action is taken, 
it is doubtful if there can be any 
court action to prevent repeal be- 
coming effective if 36 states have 
voted for repeal by Nov. 7 and con- 
stitutional convention -held by 
Dec. 6.

Roosevelt, in effect, served notice 
on the world last night the United 
States plans to begin governmental 
management of the value of its gold 
currency. 

This, if succéssful, will give the 
Government a lever designed to lift 
prices and the program will be de- 
signed to protect the dollar from 
buffetings in the foreign exchange 
markets or the possible effect of 
dealings of the British equalization 
fund. 

Announcement of a Government 
gold market with the price of the 
metal fixed in Washington indi- 
cates the United States, in effect, 
intends to conduct its own equaliza- 
tion fund in the hope of controlling 
the dollar as the British have been 
controlling sterling. 

The fixing of the price at which 
newly-mined gold would be pur- 
chased by the R. F. C. is expected 
to permit the fixation of a definite 
internal price on gold quite apart 
from the foreign markets, thus hav- 
ing the objective of preventing sud- 
den falling of commodity prices in 
this country through sudden rises 
in the dollar in the foreign ex- 
change market, such @s that of the 
past three weeks. 

Bearing on Debt Parley. 

The new plan may have a definite 
bearing on the British war debt ne- 
gotiations now in progress in Wash- 
ington. Since England has a vital 
interest in the ratio of sterling to 
the dollar and has had the contro] 
situation largely in her own hands 
through the operations of her huge 
equalization fund, the British have 
been determined that the dollar 
should not decline below its old 
parity with sterling, fearing that it 
would give an intolerable advan- 
tage to American goods in world 
trade. 

They have already suffered se- 
verely from the competition of Jap- 
anese goods since the drastic de- 
cline in the yen. 

Another probable factor in estab- 
lishing a definite control over the 
dollar at this time might well be 
uncertainty over the ability of 
France to stay on the gold stand- 
ard. Fear that the crisis facing the 
Daladier Cabinet over its efforts to 
balance the budget might result in 
dislodging France from gold is al- 
ready believed to have been an im- 
portant factor in the rise this 
month in dollars in terms of the 
French franc. 

The United States Treasury’s 
present method of fixing the price 
for newly-mined gold hinges chief- 
ly on the French franc, since it is 
the remaining important world cur- 
rency still on the gold standard. 

The Treasury each day fixes a 
price of gold based on the open 
market price in London and the 
ratio of the dollar to sterling. The 
principal factor in determining the 
London price has, in turn, been the 
ratio of sterling to the French 
franc. Abandonment of the gold 
standard by France, therefore, 
would destroy the present basis of 
fixing the gold price both in Lon- 
don and in Washington, and might 
result in a sharp rise in the dollar, 
with a depressing effect upon our 
price levels. 

Price Was $20.67. 

The official price of gold in this 
country from 1834 has been fixed 
at $20.67 an ounce, and that price 
endured until last summer, when 
the Treasury began basing the 
price on the London market to give 
American gold mines the benefit 
of the depreciated dollar and the 
subsequent higher gold price. 

As the dollar depreciated more 
than 35 per cent, the price of gold 
reached a high level last Septem- 
ber 28 of $32.28 an ounce. 

The recent relapse in the French 
franc in terms of the dollar, how- 
ever, starting with the “sound 
money” implications attributed to 
the United States Treasury’s recent 
refunding operation and apparently 
extenuated by fears for France's 
gold standard, reduced the price of 
the yellow metal last week to $29 
an ounce. 

This decline in the price of gold, 
or rise in the gold value of the 
dollar, was seen then as highly dis- 
turbing to our sensitive commodity 
markets, such as wheat and cotton, 
until government support appeared. 

Fixing of the price of gold is, in 
effect, another way of fixing the 
gold content of the dollar, as the 
gold content would have to fluctu- 


gold. Thus a government-controlled 


experimentation to determine the 
value at which the Government may 
undertake to stabilize the dollar 
both in relation to the internal 
price structure and to its world po- 
sition. 

President Roosevelt again made 
it clear, however, he is determined 
to try to have a dollar which will 
have a constant purchasing power 
and this was interpreted as indicat- 
ing he is considering some form of 
commodity dollar rather than a re- 
turn to the old-fashioned gold 
standard,

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ETHICAL SOCIETY LEADER 
FOR SUPERVISED LEISURE 


J. Hutton Hynd Says Present Gen- 
eration Needs to Be Taught 
Right Use of Spare Time. 

J. Hutton Hynd, leader of the 
Ethical Society, speaking yesterday 
in Sheldon Memorial on “Recrea- 
tion and Leisure,” said the new s0- 
cial pattern would combine labor 
and leisure. He said some form of 
supervision of leisure activities 
should be considered. 

“We must have patience,” he 
said, “to guide those who have re- 
cently acquired a larger leisure be- 
cause the present generation has 
had so little training in its proper 
use. The exploitation of leisure 
time has always been a profitable 
financial venture for those inter- 
ests that cater to human weakness 
and promote habits that tend to de- 
grade rather than build up, and if 
the traditional policy of laissez- 
faire in this realm of commercial 
amusement cannot be replaced by 
adequate safeguards of public mor- 
als, the new leisure may be a loss 
rather than a gain to modern civili- 
zation. 

“Non-competitive and competitive 
recreation have an important part 
to play in the mental and spiritual 
as well as the physical health of 
the people. In competitive sport a 
new appreciation of values for their 
own sake is appearing. In the skill 
of the players and in the rules of 
the game there is an indirect en- 
couragement of artistic and moral 
values which influences every-day 
behavior. To accuse a man of not 
playing the game is to launch a 
bolt at the bull’s eye of his self-re- 
spect. 

“Sport is an international exer- 
cise and as such may give healthy 
expression to the natural national- 
ism of men, and thus tend to en- 
courage sportsmanship in interna- 
tional relations, including monetary 
and economic matters.”

Group of Eight National Busi- 
ness Leaders, Including FC.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—A defense 
of the gold standard is contained 
in “Inflation and Your Money,” a 
pamphlet sponsored by eight na- 
tionally known business and pro- 
fessional men. 

The Monograph, by Edward H. 
Collins, a New York newspaper 
man, lists as sponsors Wallace Al 
exander of San Francisco, shipper 
and sugar factor; Sewell Avery of 
Chicago, president of the United 
States Gypsum Co.; Leonard Ayres 
of Cleveland, banker and econo- 
mist; Newton D. Baker of Cleve- 
land, lawyer and Secretary of War 
under President Wilson; James 
Bell of Minneapolis, miller and 
bank director; Will L. Clayton of 
Houston, cotton; David F. Houston 
of New York, Secretary of Treasury 
and Agriculture under President 
Wilson, and Frank C. Rand of 8&t. 
Louis, shoe manufacturer, bank and 
railroad director. ! 

History of money as a medium 
of exchange is traced to the use 
of gold as a standard about 800 B. 
C., and an elementary explanation 
of the United States banking sys- 
tem is given. 

Weaknesses are pointed to in the 
theories on managed money, the 
commodity dollar, free silver, green- 
backs, bi-metallism and other cur- 
rency changes advocated in the 
past. 

The author cites the crash of the 
French monetary system in 1790- 
1796, when the printing presses 
worked overtime, and the post war 
crash of Germany, which ended 
only when the value of the mark 
descended below the actual cost of 
the paper. 

“At the moment the important 
thing is to get the dollar formally 
tied up with gold and kept there,” 
says the author. “Even if this in- 
volves a moderate devaluation, such 
devaluation, unfortunate as it is 
as a precedent, is far preferable to 
the prolonged uncertainty growing 
out of the fluctuations of an un- 
anchored currency. 

“So long as money is redeemable 
in gold, confidence in the currency 
prevails; when convertibility is sus- 
pended, monetary contro] is thrown 
upon the mercies of  politicians,. 
confidence is destroyed and chaos 
in prices and exchanges ensues. 

“Money is not purchasing power. 
The purchasing power of an indi- 
vidual] resides in the goods and ser- 
vices he controls. 

“Real prosperity implies more 
than simply industrial activity. It 
implies an active utilization of all 
the agencies of production in a 
well rounded and balanced program 
of wealth creation. It calls for

The city 
also will pay a delinquent light bill 
this week, amounting to $19,103.

LLNOIS TEACHER 
LOSES PLEA FOR LIFE 


Illinois Supreme Court Upholds 
Conviction of Hubert Moor 
for Murder of Wife.

3 SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. -23.— 
Hubert Moor, Robinson, Ill., high 
school teacher, lost his fight for 
life Saturday when the State Su- 
preme Court affirmed the decision 
of the Clark County Circuit Court. 
Date of execution is Dec. 22. 

Moor was convicted in the lower 
court of slaying his wife, Marjorie, 
on Aug. 15, 1932, because, as he 
said, they were incompatible. 

The sole defense at Moor’s 
was insanity. 

In affirming the judgment of the 
lower court and in sentencing Moor 
to death, the high court said: “We 
appreciate the seriousness of this 
case and the careful consideration 
and scrutiny of the record that a 
capital case must command. A 
most exhaustive search of this rec- 
ord convinces us that in spite of 
the fact that the avidence as to the 
sanity of the plaintiff in error 
(Moor) was conflicting, we cannot 
escape the conclusion in view of 
the whole record that the jury was 
justified in finding the plaintiff in 
error was sane on Aug. 15, 1932, 
and at the time of his trial. 

Moor was convicted of killing his 
wife while they were returning from 
a week-end trip to Indianapolis. He 
first contended that the tragedy 
was caused by an attempted hold- 
up. 

Moor, who was 32 years old when 
the crime was committed, is a na- 
tive of Indiana, Indianapolis being 
his home city. He was educated 
at Butler University and at the 
University of Illinois. While in col-} 
lege he met, wooed and won Mar- 
jorie Wrentmore, daughter of a 
minister at Indianapolis.

to quit playing. He lived in Pa- 
ducah, Ky., and in Dallas, before 
coming to St. Louis in 1890. 

Here, his machinery business ex- 
panded, and he built refrigeration 
plants for the large Chicago pack- 
ing houses and for some of the St. 
Louis breweries. His installation at 
the Anheuser-Busch brewery was 
one of the largest ice plants ever 
constructed. 

Invested in Federal League. 


F (He furnished ice machinery also 


to the Stifel (Union) Brewery, and 
thus formed the acquaintance of 
the late Otto F. Stifel, then chief 
owner of the St. Louis team of the 
United States League, an “outlaw” 
organization which was going after 
the business and good wil] of the 
National and American League 
teams. 

As a result of this association, he 
bought an interest in the St. Louis 
club of the new league, which soon 
after was renamed the Federal 
League. Through him, Harry Sin- 
clair and G. B. Ward, wealthy 
Brooklyn baker, became interested 
in the Federal League. 

The new club owners raided the 
ranks of Organized Baseball, as 
the National and American Leagues 
came to be known, for players. 
Fielder Jones, pennant-winning 
manager of the Chicago White Sox, 
had left baseball because of a dis- 
agreement with Charles Comiskey, 
owner of the Sox, and was in a 
lumber camp in Oregon, when Mr. 
Ball brought him back to the dia- 
mond as manager of the St. Louis 
Feds. . 

Under Jones’ management, the St. 
Louis team, playing at Handlan’s 
Park, almost won the Federal 
League pennant in 1915. In that 
year, the Federal League brought a 
Federal Court proceeding, under the 
anti-trust laws, against Organized 
Baseball. Judge Landis, later base- 
ball dictator, had the case under 
advisement when a compromise 
was affected through the efforts of 
Mr. Ball and Sinclair, and his de- 
cision was never rendered. 

The new league's fight was a 
costly one, and Mr. Ball estimated 
his loss in the ventufe as $182,000. 

Settlement Reached. 

The settlement with Organized 
Baseball eas reached through a 
conference in Chicago in December, 
1915, attended by Mr. Ball, Sinclair, 
Comiskey and Ban Johnson, presi- 
dent of the American League. As 
a condition for dissolving the Fed- 
eral League, Mr. Ball demanded, 
and the other side conceded, that 
players who had jumped to the 
Federal League should be taken 
back without prejudice. 

To bring about transfer of the 
Browns to Mr. Ball's ownership, 
Johnson got an option from Robert 
Lee Hedges, majority stockholder, 
and from other large holders. One 
of the latter changed his mind 
about wishing to sell, and dclayed 
his appearance at a scheduled meet- 
ing with Mr. Ball until after bank- 
ing hours, thinking the would not 
have the money. But he had the 
money ready in large bills, and 
when the other man demurred at 
accepting it, he threw the money 


on the floor, telling the man that 


if he did not take it, the scrub- 
woman no doubt would be glad to 
get it. 

He completed purchase of the 
Browns early in 1916, paying about 
$600,000, of which $425,000 went to 
Hedges. He engaged Branch 
Rickey as chief scout and genera! 
manager of the Browns, but they 
did not get along well together, and 
Rickey went to the Cardinals the 
next season. 

Ownership of the Browns was 
not profitable at first, but it gave 
promise of becoming so, and in 
1922, artistic and financial success 
were happily combined. That year 
the Browns lost the pennant to the 
New York Yankees by a _ single 
game. There was a good profit that 
year, a smaller one in 1923, and 
thereafter the Browns slid into the 
red and remained there. The loss 
in 1931 was estimated at $112,000. 
The owner's salary, rominally $10,- 
000, ceased to be paid in those lean 
years, and payment was not re- 
sumed. The past season, when the 
Browns finished last in the Amer- 
ican League, showed another heavy 
loss. 

Supporter of Johnson. 


Mr. Ball was a stanch supporter 
of the late Ban Johnson, who con- 


years. He opposed to the last the 
deposition of Johnson, which was 
brought about in 1927. In other in- 
tra-league conflicts, he took an in- 
dependent position, declaring that 
the good of the game should out- 
weigh money considerations. 

He did not favor the action of 
the major leagues in placing Judge 
Landis in control of baseball in 
1921. He did not sign the agree- 
ment making Landis baseball com- 
missioner, the vice-president of the 
Browns signing for that team. He 
continued to oppose Landis in mat- 
ters of conflict between the Judge 
and Johnson. 

In 1931, when Judge Landis over- 
ruled the action of the Browns’ 
owner in transferring a player to 
the Milwaukee “farm” team, Mr. 
Bal] sought a Federal Court order 
to prevent the ruling from being 
enforced. The court upheld Landis’ 
authority. 


Paid Bonuses—Just Once. 


After the profitable season of 
1922, the Browns’ owner paid $20,- 
000 in bonuses to the individual 
members of the team. Hearing later 
that one of the players had com- 
plained of the size of his share, 
$1400, he said he was through 
awarding bonuses. 


As a club head, he had his share 
of discussiong with players over 
contracts. When he thought, in 
1916, that two players were playing 
for their releases, he said so pub- 
licly, an utterance for which he had 
to make a money settlement with 
the two. In 1932, he gave a holdout 
a few hours to sign at the pay of- 
fered or take a $500 cut. The man 
signed, but did not perform satis- 
factorily, and was traded. 

In some of his more important 
business transactions, he found 
contracts unnecessary. The Sports- 
man’s Park grand stand was built 
on a verbal order. “Do the best you 
can with the layout on Grand ave- 
nue, and give us about 35,000 seats,” 
was his commission to E. A. Stein- 
inger, who built the stand, costing 
more than $800,000. Fielder Jones 
had no written contract while he 
was manager. |

bor born in the United States, Sena- 
tor James J. Davis of Pennsylvania 
and William B. Wilson, his prede- 
cessors, both being born in the Brit- 
ish Isles. 

Starting out as a trainman he 
became interested in labor ques- 
tions and became general chairman 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen on the Norfolk & West- 
ern system, in which post he served 
from 1908 to 1916. From 1916 until 
he became Secretary of Labor about 
three years ago, he was the legis- 
lative representative here of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 

Because Doak’s union was not 
connected with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, his ‘appointment by 
President Hoov r was bitterly con- 
tested by William Green, president 
of the federation, who, however, 
praised Doak personally. 

The high spots in Doak’s cabinet 

record included his fight to restrict 
immigration and his campaign for 
a shorter work day and week for 
labor. He took the lead by estab- 
lishing the five-day week in his 
department. He embraced the 
philosophy that continuation of in- 
dustry’s mechanization must be ac- 
complished by “a well balanced 
humanitarian and economic pro- 
gram to prevent us from reaching a 
state of social danger.” 
Mr. Hoover listened attentively 
to Doak in framing quotas under 
the present immigration law and 
in the deportation of aliens illegal- 
ly in the United states. In Jan- 
uary of 1931 Doak estimated 400,- 
000 foreigners were in this country 
unlawfully, 100,000 of them subject 
to deportation. 
A studious appearing man, Doak 
was known in railway circles as a 
master mediator. In 27 years of 
extraordinary activity as a leader 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen he had gone through ev- 
ery form of conference, mediation 
and arbitration proceedings, includ- 
ing wage and other cases before the 
United States Labor Board. In 
some instances he acted as sole ar- 
bitrator.

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Throughout his business. career, 
Mr. Ball did much traveling about 
the ‘country. In 1927, after the 
Lindbergh trans-Atlantic flight, he 
bought a monoplane similar to 
Lindbergh’s but having greater pas- 
senger space.

This led to his financial interest 
in airplane building. 

Insistent on flying in all weather,

AUGUSTA, Me., Oct. 23.—Depos- 
jtors in 37 State and national] banks 
in Maine involved in court pro- 
cedure since the banking suspen- 
sion last March, have lost about 
$35,000,000 which cannot be _ re- 
placed, Chief Justice William R. 
Pattangall said yesterday in outlin- 
ing the banking situation in the 
State. 

He placed the loss to depositors 
tn 19 State banks at $15,000,000, and 
a similar amount to depositors in 
18 national banks. The remainder 
of the loss was estimated interest, 
he said. 

On the other side of the picture 
Justice Pattangall visualized the 
situation in so far as State banks, 
the only ones within State jurisdic- 
tion, are concerned, as appreciably 
improved since the banking sus- 
pension. 

No Specific Reason. 

Justice Pattangall said the rea- 
sons behind this tremendous loss in 
deposits were varied and extensive, 
not involving any specific single 
factor, but rather a combination of 
factors tending to shrink values fo 
a diminishing point. He did not 
list them. nhs 

“Assuming,” he said, “that banks 
not in conservatorship are sound, 
the general outlook should be prac- 
tically normal by Jan. 1, 1934, al- 
lowing for the fact that this -sub- 
stantial amount of money which 
has been lost to depositors will not 
be replaced.” 

He expressed his opinion § that} 
eventually savings depositors would 
receive an average payment of at 
least 75 per cent on their impound- 
ed deposits and commercial depos- 
itors 25 per cent. 

He said that in all of the banks 
coming before the state courts 
where losses appeared to have been 
sustained by depositors, the stock- 
holders have been assessed 100 per 
cent on their stock, and, excepting 
cases where the stock was held by 
bankrupt corporations or individu- 
als, the assessments have been paid. 
He added there were pending unad- 
justed claims against directors in 
favor of several banks which 
should, when settled, yield addition- 
al assets for the benefit of depos- 
itors. 


Five Banks Reopened. 

In summarizing the work of the 
state courts to date the Chief: Jus- 
tice said that five banks had been 
reorganized and reopened, three 
mew banks established and two 
more new banks were in process of 
Organization. 

Explaining the procedure fol- 
lowed in the granting of R. F. C. 
loans, Justice Pattangall said assets 
of each bank were appraised, those 
appearing worth while were “set 
up” and a percentage of their 
value lent on them. This loan was 
distributed in the form of divi- 
dends. Four per cent interest was 
charged on the loans, paid through 
some solvent bank in the neighbor- 
hood. Conservators then proceeded 
to liquidate the hypothecated assets 
to pay off the loans. Bad assets 
were left with the conservator and 
gradually “washed out” for what 
they were worth. 

The new Federal liquidation 
board organized by the Government 
to aid closed banks, works on the 
same method as the R. F. C., but 
on a more liberal basis as to 
amounts lent, the time of loan and 
the speed required to liquidate as- 
sets. A “cutting of red tape,” the 
Chief Justice added. 


JOBLESS RELIEF BECOMING 
PUBLIC RESPONSIBILITY 


Survey Made of 59 Cities; Leaders 
Look to Division Between Eco- 
nomic and Other Needs. 

Unemployment relief is rapidly 
becoming an entirely public re- 
sponsibility with private agencies 
diminishing their work, according 
to a survey of 59 cities, including 
St. Louis, made by the Family Wel- 
fare Association of America. 

In 17 of the cities new public re- 
lief departments have been estab- 
lished in the last few months, and 
in 13 of these they took over much 
of the work previously done by pri- 
vate agencies. More than half of 
the cities reported that staff mem- 
bers of private agencies were being 
transferred or loaned to public wel- 
fare departments. ud 

“Many of the welfare executives,” 
the report says, “look forward to a 
definite division of the work be- 
tween public and private agencies.” 
The public agency will be con- 
cerned with immediate economic 
relief while the private agency will 
give services which are needed in 
addition to the economic relief.

NEW ANTHCRIME 
LAWS URGED AT 


Others Advise Tightening 
of Drive on Racketeers 
and Kidnapers. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—Demands 
that the Federal Government be 
armed with weapons to fight the 
racketeer, kidnaper and gangster 
“on even terms” were made today 
as a Senate subcommittee on rack- 
ets went into session. Senator Roy- 
al S. Copeland of New York is 
chairman of the committee. 

Dwight H. Green, United States 
Attorney for the Chicagq district, 
suggested that for racketeering of- 
fenses in which there is no cross- 
ing of state lines, it might be made 
a crime for United States money to 
be used. 

“The power of Congress over 
money and currency is supreme a 
' exclusive,” he said. 
| “For example, the crime of kid- 
|naping becomes a Federal offense 
| only when the kidnaped person is 

| transported in interstate or for- 

eign commerce and is held for ran- 
| som or reward. 

“Thus, it appears that no Federal 
offense is committed where a per- 
son is kidnaped and is confined 
within the boundaries of the state. 
A Federal statute covering money 
and currency would reach most of 
such cases.” 

Chief of Police Joseph A. Gerk of 
St. Louis said there should be @ 
Federal habitual criminal act under 
which third offenders could be con- 
victed in Federal Court and sen- 
tenced to minimum terms of rau 
years to life. 

Gerk praised highly the work of

tablished.

In Illinois Coal Fields Real 


Basis for Rival Unions’ Fights 


Miner Loser No Matter Which Faction Wins 
Unless Problems of Machine Age and 
Declining Market Are Solved. 


Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 23.—An 
economic tragedy of a fight for 
mythical jobs in a declining indus- 


try marks the controversy between 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica and the Progressive Miners’ 
Union which has disrupted the IIli- 
nois coal fields for more than a 
year. 

Leaders of both sides agree there 
are more miners than jobs, even in 
peaceful times, and today Claude 
Pearcy, president of the Progres- 
sive Union, told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that unless plans are 
made now for the future of the 
coal industry the miner would be 
.the loser no matter which union 
won the fight. 

Bitterness has been lent what 
has become basically a fight for 
jobs, he conceded, because of an 
increasing realizatiuv . that there are 
not enough jobs to go around now 
and the number of jobs steadily is 
decreasing. 

Two Men for Every Job. ‘ 
“If there were plenty of work,” 
Pearcy observed, “even as much 
as there was 10 years ago, there 
would be enough work in different 
mines to absorb the membership of 
both sides. Picketing and violance 
would be reduced to a minimum. 
It’s only the idle man who can af- 
ford time to picket. But at pres- 
ent there are two or more men for 
every job. In these times a job's 
apt to mean life itself.” 

Pearcy pointed out that the coal 
industry in Illinois has reached a 
point where jobs have become so 
few that there is scant work going 
begging, despite the union conflict. 
If peace were to return tomor- 
row, he added, “there would be bet- 
ter conditions for the miner, but the 
basic unemployment problem would 
remain.” 
Victory for his union, he con- 
tends, would offer the miner a 
“brighter future” because he re- 
gards it as a rank and file move- 
ment, originating from a feeling 
on the part of many United Mine 
Workers that they had no voice in 
the conduct of their organization. 
“Company Union” 
Progressives are persisting in 
their appeal to the National Recov- 
ery Administration to enforce rec- 
ognition of their union and enable 
their members to get back their old 
jobs, particularly in mines of the 
Peabody Coal Co., which they lteft 
when the company refused to rec- 
ognize their organization, adhering 
to its contract with the United Mine 
Workers. 
As has been told, the immediate 
cause of the division occurred when 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
older organization, announced that 
tally sheets of a referendum vote 
on the wage scale had been stoien 
and proceeded to sign contra*ts 
with the Peabody company and 
other coal operators. Progressives 
contend now that the Peabody-U. M. 
W. A. alliance—the economic back- 
ground of the Illinois mine war— 
has created “company unions.” 
Pearcy said no question of wage 
scales exists now; that his men de- 
sire merely to return to work but 
as Progressives rather than Uniced 
Mine Workers. His organization is 
willing, he said, to work side by 
side with members of the rival 
union under the same contractual 
terms. 

Capital-Labor Struggle. 

Yet Pearcy, who contends that 
the Illinois controversy is not be- 
tween rival inimical “anions” but 
between his organization and the 
“official shell” of the older union, 
feels that the basic economic strug- 
gle is between capital and labor, 
regardless of union affiliations. 
“There's no wse kidding our- 
selves,” Pearcy commented, “be- 
cause laying union partisanship 
aside the miner is battling with 
capital which employs economic 
weapons of mechanization and cap- 
tive mines.” 

Should the Progressives win, 
Pearcy feels, conditions in some 
communities would be improved be- 
cause men would return to their 
original jobs there. Even so, he 
conceded, victory would represent 
but “a step toward normalcy,” 
while he holds that a U. M. W. A. 
victory would not represent a de- 
cision in favor of the mass of the 
miners and would react to the ad- 
vantage of the operators. 
“Deflation of the coal market and 
job deflation through mechanical 
substitutes threaten us all,” Pearcy 
continued, “because coal must be 
consumed. Nobody is going to hire 
men just to put coal on top of the 


Tonnage produced totaled 34,127,- 
786.

Advance of Machinery. 


Tonnage decline, however, is at- 
tributed by Pearcy and others close 
to the mine situation primarily to 
the loss of markets and competitive 
fuels, since the development of la- 
bor saving machinery has increased 
the production per man. Fewer 
miners may do more work. 

The part new machinery has 
played is portrayed in records of 
the strip mines. Although these 
surface mines have been in exist- 
ence in Illinois for 40 years it is 
only in the past 10 or 15 years that 
they have come to the fore, ad- 
vanced largely because of the elec- 
trification and improvement of the 
steam shovel. 

Strip mines in 1920 yielded but 
367,000 tons of a total production 
of 73,920,653 tons. Last year, they 
accounted for 6,628,228 of the State’s 
total tonnage of 34,127,786 tons. So 
that the strip mine percentage of 
the 1920 tonnage was but .57 yet 
it climbed to 21.11 last year. 


Dispute Hasn’t Cut Output. 

Strip mines represent only a part 
of the machine-age picture. Com- 
pilations by Web. L. Miller, commis- 
sioner of the St. Clair-Madison 
County Coal Operators’ Association, 
indicate that the combination of 
strip and mechanized mining in- 
creased the productivity of each 
miner by °5 per cent between 1923 
and 1930. The mechanized mine, it 
is pointed out, contains automatic 
coal loading facilities as differenti- 
ated from a machine mine where 
the coal is undercut by machinery 
but loaded by hand. 

Faced %y  strip-mine shovels 
which may tear down to a depth of 
100 feet and remove 15 cubic feet 
of earth at a gulp and by mechani- 
cal loaders in tunnel mines which 
may—and do—take the place of 
many men, the miner is facing a 
catastrophe which is enhanced by 
the rise of oil, natural gas, hydro- 
electric power and other forms of 
energy which have cut the throne 
from beneath King Coal. 

Corroboration of the observation 
of Pearcy that the present strife 
has not materially effected employ- 
ment, since there are comparative- 
tly few jobs to go around, is indi- 
cated by the mines and minerals 
|department figures for this year, 
which show that in the shipping 
mines alone through September 
last month 28,100 miners have pro- 
duced 24,140,294 tons of coal. Dur- 
ing the same period of last year, 
prior to the controversy, 20,318,998 
tons were mined.

AUTO SQUABBLE

partisan flare-up which took up all 
of the brief session of the House 
this afternoon. 

The problems of liquor control, 
relief of the needy, public works 
and other pressing legislative mat- 
ters for which the Legislature was 


aside for oral exchanges between 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
as to whether the Democrats really 
meant the reduction pledges, and 
whe nthey would begin to keep 
them. 

The argument started when Rep- 
resentative Hudson (Dem.) of Gen- 
try County, read a statement from 
the Northwest Missouri State 
Teachers’ College at Maryville, that 
the institution had only eight State 
cars, instead of 11, as had been re- 
ported. 

Representative Presley of Dallas 
County, Republican minority floor 
leader, announced he planned to 
introduce a resolution for investiga- 
tion of the House to which State 
owned cars were put. 

Presley asked Representative 
Maxey of aBtes County if a bill 
introduced by Maxey for the crea- 
tion of a State Automobile Board, 
to control the use of State automo- 
biles, was designed to curb misuse 
of State cars. Maxey said it wa. 

Repreesntative Taylor (Dem.) of 
Cahriton County, then joined in to 
ask Presley if he would include the 
excessive use of cars during’ the 
previous Republican administra- 
tion, but said he did not believe in 
wasting the State’s money and the 
Legislature’s time, when asked by 
Presley if he would join in a reso- 
lution for an investigation. 

Presley recalled that Democratic 
candidates and campaign speakers, 
in the 1932 campaign, had con- 
demned the use of State cars for 
private purposes, and had pledged 
drastic reductions, and that they 
would hold an auction on the front 
steps of the Capitol, at which half 
of the cars would be sold.

Various plans have been offered 
to strike a fair balance between 
production and labor.

BRITAIN OPPOSE

Cabinet Called and Is Ex- 
pected to Be Against Ad- 


journment Without Pro- 
vision to Resume.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—It was indi- 
cated authoritatively shortly be- 
fore a Cabinet session today that 
the British Government opposes an 
adjournment of the disarmament 
conference unless there is provi- 
sion for resumption of work at 
some, future date. 

The Cabinet meeting was called 
unexpectedly this afternoon to dis- 
cuss the developments since Ger- 
many’s bolt from the League of Na- 
tions and the disarmament cofifer- 
ence. The Ministers ordinarily con- 
vene Wednesdays. 

The question of whether the 
Foreign Secretary, Sir John Simon, 
himself will return to Geneva will 
be decided. 

The Cabinet decided that Sir 
John Simon, British Foreign Secre- 
tary and chief of the British arms 
delegation, will not attend sessions 
of the Disarmament Conference 
Steering Committee in Geneva 
Wednesday and Thursday. Capt. 
Anthony Eden, Undefsecretary 
for Foreign Affairs, will go in Sir 
John’s place. 

It was said that Sir John would 
remain in London because a Cab- 
inet meeting scheduled for Wednes- 
day will consider business for pres- 
entation. before Parliament next 
month. 

The decision increased a belief 
that the disarmament gonference 
will be recessed at least until after 
a German plebiscite on Nov. 12. 

Sir John carried on private con- 
versation with the German, French 
and Italian Ambassadors the past 
week. He has stated that he op- 
poses dropping the efforts to reach 
an understanding on the arma- 
ments problem as soon as possible.

Bavarian Storm’ Troops 

Cheer Speech in Which 
Chancellor Decries 
Thoughts of War. 


By the Associated Press. 
REGENSBURG, Germany, Oct. 
23.—Chancellor Hitler, making his 
first speech directly to the public 
since Germany’s withdrawal from 
the League of Nations, was tumuk- 
tuously cheered here yesterday as 


lhe reiterated Germany's desire to 


live peacefully, but on equality with 
the rest of the world. 

The occasion for his speech was 
an assembly of storm troops at 
Germany’s hall of fame in the coun- 


tryside near Kelheim, Bavaria. A 
tremendous ovation greeted the 
Chancellor when he went on the 
speakers’ platform. 

“We who experienced four and 4 
half years of war,” declared Hitler, 
“are best qualified to know its ter- 
rors. We also are best qualified to 
understand the difference between 
hurrah patriotism and the genuine 
spirit of unity.” 

Wants to Be Let Alone. 

He was interrupted by wild 
cheers when he said the world was 
not to interfere with Germany. 

“Our goal,” said Hitler, “is to 
make the nation happy again by 
getting it its daily bread—a tre- 
mendous job—and in pursuit of 
that job the world is to let us alone. 

“We want peace, but not dishon- 
or. We tell the world frankly: ‘If 
you want to see us in international 
conferences, if you want to have us 
in your League of Nations, we will 
participate only when you recog- 
nize us as a nation; we are ready at 
any time to sign treaties if these 
can be fulfilled and if they are 
just; but pacts that neither can be 
fulfilled nor are honorable we will 
not sign.’”

A Real Sportsman Pasées. 


ASEBALL lost its  stoutest 
fighter and its most generous 
“angel” with the passing of 
Philip De Catesby Ball, owner of 
the St. Louis, Milwaukee and San 
Antonio baseball clubs. For 20 
years the headlines have bristled 
with stories of his fights for the 
Federal League, for Ban Johnson 
and against the absolute authority 
of Commissioner Landis. 
~At the same time they have 
told of the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars Ball has poured into 
the national game with never a 
break in his grin. His only com- 
ment after a losing season was: 
“There'll be baseball at Sports- 
man’s Park if I’m the only spec- 
tator in the stands.” 

For the most part, both his 
battles in baseball councils and his 
struggles against the rising tide of 
financial losses, Ball has taken 
it on the chin. 

He lost his fight to make the 
Federal “eague permanent; he 
and Ban.Johnson went down to 
gether in defeat in the Mays 
case, the suit vhich broke John- 
son’s power; he lost his bitter 
fight to keep Landis from being 
named commissioner, and from 
breaking up the old form of base- 
ball control; and for a long time 
he was beaten in his efforts to 
break the absolute power con- 
veyed to Landis by the Nationa] 
Agreement. signed by every own- 
er in both leagues EXCEPT Ball.

definitely known, were un- 
doubtedly. appalling — certainly 
not less than $600,000 in the last 
six .seasons, alone.

To the world at large he was 
just a hard-boiled boss, who ruled 
with an iron hand, without con- 
sideration. 

To those who had the good for- 
tune to know him intimately he 
was the personification of kind- 
ness, consideration and sympathy. 
Employes connected with him in 
various enterprises are unani- 
mous on this point.: 

Associates in baseball feared 
him as an uncompromising foe, 
when opposed, and as too out- 
spoken. He was accounted by 
many to be stubborn and  un- 
amenable to reason—a joker wild 
in the baseball deck who might 
upset any hand at any time. 

At a matter of fact, official 
baseball history shows that Ball 
always fought for principles 
which he thought would eventual- 
ly bring about the best interests 
of the game.

No special effort was 
made by the Bears against Bradley, 
an opponent that went down easily. 


Billikens Were Fortunate. 


The only comment I have to make 
about the St. Louis-Missouri game 
centers around the Billiken passes 
and fumbles. I don’t believe I have 
ever seen a team fumble eight 
times, as did the Billikens, on a 
dry field. And further, I believe 
very few fans have ever seen as 
high a percentage of forward passes 
completed as came about in that 
game. 

This may sound bad for the de- 
fensive backs but it will be re- 
membered that brilliant passing 
and receiving was demonstrated 
on the field, particularly by Mis- 
souri in the last quarter. St. Louis

Man Held in Jail Pending 
Investi on. 


MARYVILLE, Mo., Oct. 23.— 
Frank Nicholas, 25 years old, of 
North Kansas City, is held in jail 
here, while authorities investigate 
a fight which resulted in the stab- 
bing of Seven persons, some of them 
members of a Civilian Conservation 
Corps unit: stationed near here.

MARYVILLE, Mo., Oct. 23.— 
Frank Nicholas, 25 years old, of 
North Kansas City, is held in jail 
here, while authorities investigate 
a fight which resulted in the stab- 
bing of seven persons, some of them 
members of a Civilian Conservation 
Corps unit stationed near here. 

The fight, said by officers to have 
started with a quarrel between 
Nicholas and Frank Mapes, 22, of 
Maryville, a Conservation Corps 
worker, took place in a crowd of 
500 persons awaiting the beginning 
of the second show at a movie the- 
ater here Saturday night.

study of law. 
He was elected a member of the 
Society of Lincoln’s Inn and admit- 
ted to the English Bar.. 
On his return to India he began 
practice in Bombay, where he soon 
became one of the leading lawyers. 
In 1912 he was elected delegate to 
the Bombay Legislative Assembly. 
Five years later the Bombay As- 
sembly unanimously chose him to 
be its representative on the Impe- 
rial Legislative Assembly in Delhi. 
By that time he had associated 
himself with the Independence 
movement, and in 1918 was promi- 
nent at the session of the Nation- 
alist All-India Congress at’ Bom- 
bay. 

Patel was elected to the Indian 
Legislative Assembly in 1920 and 
shortly afterward put aside the 
caste distinctions which had sur- 
rounded him on account of his high 
birth, and clothed himself in home- 
spun linen and the peaked Gandhi 
cap of linen. 

Later, as Lord Mayor of Bom- 
apne he made the British Raj. un- 
comfortably aware of him as one 
of the most militant and powerful 
men in the Nationalist movement. 
He was responsible for the initia- 
tion of the boycott against British 
goods, British shops and British 
manufacturers. 
From 1923 until 1930 he was 
president of the assembly. During 
those years he earned high praise 
from the British and Indians alike 
as a man of strong convictions and 
strict impartiality. 
His period of greatest activity 
was during the civil disobedience 
campaign, and he was in’ prison 
twice. His health broke and he 
was released for treatment. He 
went to America, arriving in New 
York in September, 1932. Last April 
he left America for London, and 
once more became seriously ill. 
He was removed to Vienna and 
finally to Geneva.

AFTER REPEAL, JUDGE SAY$ 


Faris Gives Edgar Springs Man 
Three Months After Defendent 
Suggests $5 Fine. 


Starting the cah of a docket of 
100 cases of alleged violation of 
liquor laws, Federal Judge Faris 
announced today he would fix fines 
the same way a physician set his 
fees—according to the defendant's 
ability to pay. He repeated warn- 
ing that after the anticipated re 
peal of prohibition he would make 
punishment for illicit manufacture 
of liquor severe. 

Earl C. Esmond of Edgar Springs, 
Mo., pleaded guilty of moonshining, 
and told the Judge he had only $5 
to pay a fine. 

“That’s too little,” said the Judge. 
“I’m going to punish you, not se- 
verely, but to remind you that you 
violated the law of the country. The 
effect of the Volstead act was to 
lower the punishment for the crime 
you committed. It had lotig been 
a crime before the passage of the 
Eighteenth Amndment to make il- 
licit liquor. It had been a crime 
since the time of Bacon’s Rebellion 
during the, administration of George 
Washington, probably before, and 
it will be a crime when the Bight- 
eenth Amendment is repealed I 
may as well say now that when 
that amendment is repealed it’s just 
going to be too bad for you boys 
who come in here charged with the 
manufacture of illicit liquor.” 
Esmond was sentenced to three 
months in jail at Warrenton. 

Some other defendants were fined 
as little as $15 for illegal posses- 
sion or sale of liquor. Others were 
fined larger .mounts but the fines 
were stayed because of extenuating 
circumstances.

Rolla Wells Links Birth 
Of Good Roads Movement 
With ‘Auto Day’ at 1904 Fair 


In Book Recalls Glidden Tour, That Covered 
1477 Miles From Boston to St. Louis in 
14 Days as ‘Hazardous Journey.’ 


Early St. Louis history relates 
that the year 1787 was kept in 
memory by the French settlers as 
“the year of the 10 boats.” Ten 
keelboats, making the up-river jour- 
ney from New Orleans together, 
and with stout crews which suc- 
cessfully defended the cargoes 
against river pirates, arrived at the 
settlement in that year. 

It is likewise a matter of history 
that 1904, which was the year of 
the St. Louis World's Fair, was also 
“the year of the 70 automobiles.” 
The cars, a number then unpreced- 
ented Lere, arrived at the fair Aug. 
11, 1904, after having been 14 days 
on the road from Boston. The ex- 
pedition was known as the Glidden 
tour, or motorcade. Rolla Wells, 
who was World’s Fair Mayor of St. 
Louis, tells the story in his auto- 
biographical book, “Episodes of My 
Life,” published recently for private 
circulation. 

“The motor car,” former Mayor 
Wells writes, “was a novelty in 
1904. There were few good high- 
ways in the United States, most of 
them dirt or macadam and gravel 
construction, either muddy or dus- 
ty. The arrival of about 70 auto- 
mobiles in St. Louis from’ Boston, 
New York and other cities situat- 
ed between the Atlantic Ocean and 
the Mississippi River, on Aug. 11, of 
that year, was an event of national 
import. Ifideed, the successful trip 
over rough and dangerous roads 
signified revolutionary progress in 
transportation and highway con- 
struction, and I think that it is not 
too much to say that it marked 
the beginnirg of our modern high- 
way system. 

Recalis Glidden Tour. 


“The expedition was headed by 
Mr. Charles J. Glidden of Boston, 
who was making a world tour by 
automobile. Before coming to St. 
Louis with this large delegation of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, he had covered a distance of 
16,200 miles in Europe. 

“The facility with which he tra- 
versed these lands was remarkable, 
for he made the journeys totaling 
16,200 miles in 136 days, an aver- 
age of 119.11 miles per day, over 
roads built for horse-drawn ve- 
hicles and in a primitive type of 
self-powered car. 

“Who of the present time remem- 
bers the Napier automobile? This 
was the automobile which he drove; 
and, according to the record card 
which he carried, its wheels were 
rimmed with Dunlop tires. and 
these, too, we of today would look 
upon as old-fashioned, as they were 
of the solid, flat type.

“The purpose of the Boston-St. 
Louis exploit was to attract public 
attention to the automobile, which 
was then a comparatively new ma- 
chine, and also to exemplify the 
need of better state and county 
highways. The few pilgrims who 
started out from Boston were 
joined by others en route, and the 
delegation, representing the nation- 
al automobile organization, which 
honored me with a visit in my of- 
fice in the City Hall, presented to 
me letters from one state governor 
and the mayors of 19 cities. 

“Owing to the condition of the 
cross-country roads and the sparse- 
ness of highway travel at that 
time, agents of the American Auto- 
mobile Association not only select- 
ed the route with much care, but 
also arranged every detail in ad- 
vance. It is a commonplace thing 
in this day for one to step into his 
own car in his own garage in Bos- 
ton and drive leisurely and com- 
fortably to St. Louis in a few days, 
running over smooth, hard roads 
and enjoying the best hotel and 
other conveniences. But in 1904 the 
roads were bad, and accommoda- 
tions were inadequate, and the 
journey was a hardship and hazard- 
ous. 

“Automobile Day” at Fair. 

“The travelers had planned to 
arrive in St. Louis on S*. Louis 
day at the World’s Fair and take 
a conspicuous part in the special 
celebration arranged for that oc- 
casion. They reached their des- 
tination on time, and paid me their 
courtesy call at the Mayor’s office 
in the City Hall. They were some- 
what disappointed when I told 
them that the St. Louis day date

A pound of butter, one pound of 
Sugar, ten eggs, one pound flour, 
one-half teaspoon mace, two table- 
spoons brandy flavoring (vanilla 
flavoring instead, if you cannot 
catch your’ brandy, or brandy- 
flavoring). 

The butter must be creamed and 
the sugar added gradually while 
continuing beating; then add ege 
yolks beaten until thick and lemon- 
colored; egg whites are beaten un- 
til stiff; add flour, mace and 
flavoring. Beat vigorously five 
minutes. Bake in deep pan one and 
one-half hours in slow oven. If 
you wish to use this same dough 
for ornamental cakes, bake 30 or 
35 minutes in shallow pan. 

Uncooked icing (frosting) — One 
egg white, two teaspoons cold wa- 
ter, one-half teaspoon vanilla, or 
one-half tablespoon lemon juice, 
three-fourths cup confectioners’ su- 
gar. 

Beat egg white until stiff; add 
water and sugar, beat thoroughly, 
then add flavoring. Stir in more 
sugar, if needed. Spread with broad- 
bladed knife.

I can state certain definite require- 
ments which really ‘must, not be 
shaded. 

1. Your trump support must be 
adequate. It must consist of four 
cards unless you can see that your 
partner’s suit must be a five-carded 
to be biddable. For instance A K x 
or A Q x will supply this knowl- 
edge, since your partner has no 
business to bid a suit originally on 
four cards headed by Q J or K J. 
Even so, with only three trumps I 
would prefer the two-no-trump re- 
sponse if the hand would stand it. 

2. As to primary tricks you must 
have at least two. primary tricks in 
the purest form—no Q J x half- 
trick counts—so that your partner 
may absolutely rely on this in case 
his hand is so big that he cannot 
expect you to rebid, and must now 
jump to slam because he can ac- 
tually name your primary values— 
they are the only ones he lacks. 
This does not mean that because 
you have four trumps and two pri- 
mary tricks you should necessarily 
jump to three. Some of my teach- 
ers use the expression “at least 
three primary and _ secondary 
tricks,” by which they mean at 
least two primary tricks plus anoth- 
er trick either in secondary form or 
in its distributional equivalent. For 
instance, if your partner’s opening 
bid was one spade, and you held

3. So far we have been consider- 
ing only major-suit jump raises, 
and I think I have now covered 
the ground pretty thoroughly with 
discussions and examples. It is not 
so hard to judge a hand correctly 
when you need not consider a con- 
tract of more than four odd for 
game. In connection with minor 
suits, however, you must be pre- 
pared to take the bidding to five 
odd in case your partner cannot bid 
secondarily a major suit which you 
can support, if you cannot agree to 
play the hand at three no trumps. 
Thus the leeway jump raise re- 
quires somewhat different treat- 
ment when a minor suit is involved, 
and I will devote the necessary 
space to this subject in the next 
few articles.

Such an infection can prove ex- 
cruciatingly painful. When it devel- 
ops, it should receive prompt medi- 
cal attention. A simple opening of 
the infected region, which liberates 
the pus, will rid the sufferer of the 
pain and will promote rapid heal- 
ing. 

It is not wise to allow the condi- 
tion to remain untreated in the 
hope that it might “break” of it- 
self. In some instances spontane- 
ous rupture of the abscess will take 
place, but usually only after the 
patient has suffered much pain. 
On the other hand, instead of open- 
ing outward, the infection may ex- 
tend deeper. 

Other infections of the fingers 
may involve the skin and deeper 
parts. These, too, require prompt 
and careful handling. It is not. ad- 
visable to apply harsh home reme- 
dies to such infections. Counter- 
irritants in the form of hot baths 
or hot poultices applied to over- 
come the pain are not always de- 
sirable and in fact may sometimes 
increase the damage. 

The finger when infected is usu- 
ally congested. Heat adds to the 
congestion and there is danger that 
if the tension in the finger is In- 
creased, the blood supply to the 
bone may be cut off, with the result 
that the tip of the finger dies and 
is sloughed off.
